The Murderer Then Turns Hi* Weapon 


Upon Himself and Falls Dead at 
, His Vistim'a Side—A Myt- 


terious Affair. 


CHICAGO, June 86.—Mrs. Carrie Reed, 


a pretty brunette, 24 years of age, was 
shot and instantly killed at 12:30 yes- 
terday by an unknown man, who im- 
mediately turned his pistol upon him- 
self with fatal results. Mrs. Reed,who 
was a typewriter for the lumber firm 
of tteo. Thamer A Co., on the west Bide, 
wassittinjf at her desk alone at the 
luncheon hour,, when a handsome man 
of about 30 years, six feet tall and well 
built, entered the office and began 
talking to her. 


All the clerks were out, and as a 


teamster approached the door to report 
on a load of lumber, he saw the man 
leaning over Mrs. Reed talking ex- 
citedly. Suddenly he drew a revolver 
and fired three shots, but owing to the 
nearness of his victim, none of them 
took effect. Mrs. Reed screamed and 
ran out of a rear door to a lumber shed, 
where the assassin, who had followed, 
knocked her down with his right hand. 
He 
knelt qu^kly 
on one knee 


at her side and without a word fired 
twb more shots fr^ta his still smoking 
revolver into her breast, the woman 
dying instantly. The murderer then 
arose and placing-the pistol tohis right 
temple, fired .one shot and fell to the 
grerand/dead. The bodies were taken 
to thus morgue on West Indiana street, 
the police having failed to establish 
their identity. 


Upon examination at the morgue it 


was found that he had cut the name 
from out all his linen, but on one of 
his socks was the name "Hunt." In 
his inside pocket was found a fragment 
of a letter, which reads: 


June 13, -94. 


If I thought for a moment that you were 


arousing Mabel, aa you call her, I would be 
very angry. I know I am not reasonable, but 
Old you ever meet the woman wbowai? I 
mean what I »»y. I cannot bear to be fealoua. 
Jealousy with me ends up In a rage. I have 
something I want to tell you when I see you 
again.

Mrs. Reed's husband is at present in 


the west. The murderer has a strong 
stage face, and has every appearance 
of an actor. 


DEVASTATED BY A TORNADO. 


H«ac«r Futteaten at tlM Wrack of • 


KMUM Town by » Man*. 


WICHITA, Kan., June M.— The littlo 
llage of Kelghley, In Butlar county, 


on the line of the St. txni* & S»n 
Francisco railway, was devastated by 
a tornado about 7:30 )a>t evening, but 
as there is no telegraph office there, it 
is doubtful whether full details can be 
obtained. The meager new* received of 
the storm was bromght into Leon, aome 
miles distant from the scene of the cat- 
astrophe, by a courier last night, who 
rode off for help before learning much 
of what had happened. 


The messenger reports the group of 


•tores on Main street demolished and 
several people buried In the debris. 
Several residence* were blown down 
and some of their occupants fatally in- 
jured. The courier only knew of one 
death, that of ft man named Hal Thurs- 
ton, who, together with three horses, 
was killed in a barn which was lifted 
up and turned over on it* roof. 


Several box cars on th« track were 


lifted up and carried some distant^ fcy 
the wind. The cpurier says he thinks 
the damage done to the country will 
be very great 
.. 


Trouble Vcared at Besne-.ner, Mich. 


BESSEMKB, Mich., Juno 20.— The min- 


ers are very uneasy. 
They have 


learned for the first time what they 
got for last month's work, the pay in 
some ca.ses being only from SB to 813.50. 
One hundred surface men averaged 
42% cents a day. The men ara organ- 
izing- by the hundred. About 100 laid 
down their tools at the Colby mine 
last Saturday, marched from one shaft 
to the other and persuaded others to 
quit. The situation looks serious and 
it is feared there will be trouble.

THE TAYLOR BROTHERS, 


Charged with the Mqrdwc of the Xeeta 


Fnmllj, Captured In Arkanuu. 


LITTI.B ROCK, Ark., June 26.—Wm. P. 


and George Taylor, the two brothers 
charged with the murder of the Meeks 
family near Browning, Mo., May 10, 
were captured yesterday morning at 
Batesville, this state, by Deputy Sheriff 
J. C. Stout, of Baxter, and brought to 
this city, arriving at noon. 


The men admit their identity, and 


say that the only reason they have not 
surrendered was fear of lynching. 
They declare their innocence and say 
they will establish it if given a fair 
trial. They will return to Missouri 
without requisition. Their captor will 
receive the 89,000 reward. 


The victims were (Jus Meeks, his 


wife and two little daughters aged 4 
and 3 years respectively. The third 
daughter, 6 years of age, survived her 
terrible wounds, and through her the 
awful story reached the public. She 
recognized the murderers as the Tay- 
lor brothers, whom she knew famili- 
arly. 


Meeks had been a witness in a crim- 


inal suit against the Taylors, and the 
case was still pending. It is thought 
this was the motive for the crime. 


One of the alleged murderers is a 


wealthy farmer and the other .a stock- 
holder and cashier of a bank at Brown- 
ing. For over a month a posse of 100 
men have been searching the moun- 
tains of southwestern Missouri for the 
fugitives. 


MASOH-, Mich., June M.— The Ellis 


jury reported to Judge Pearson at 1:45 
o'clock yesterday afternoon that they 
could not agree. . They were called in 
and discharged. The jury stood 7 for 
acquittal and 5 for conviction from the 
time they went out. Six democrats 
and one republican voted for acquittal 
and four republicans and one demo- 
crat for conviction.

EVAHBVIIAE, Ind., June 25.—The 


heaviest rainfall in forty yean fell 
here last night and this morning. 
Twelve inches was the amount th^t 
fell.

THE Democratic convention Saturday

new Of the country. Wages and incomes 
have been diminished 13,000,000 a day, 
or neatly two billion dollars in the last 
year, which is a great deal more than 
tha y««rly cost of the war for the preser- 
vation of the Union. Thn is the result 
of the substitution of different sod bad 
policies and methods for those that were 
followed by tha Bo publicans. 
This is 


enough to make the average voter think 
anil think hard.

Last night at a late hour in the Gray- 


bill rooms in the Perl block on South 
Main street, Miss Carrie Hue, a white

The negro pointed a revolver at her 
head besides holding her arms with one 
hand, the clutch being so desperate as 
to leave black and blue marks.

the eni of the struggle Miss Hise 
was told to life still and go to sleep, or 
she would be killed. She begged to be 
allowed to go after a drink of water, 
and at last she was permitted to go if 
she would return.

I«ter he has a mattress /five 
nights a week and at a still later stage, 
if his conduct has become unexception- 
able, he may have a mattress every 
night He has also in his cell a bucket, 
a water-can, a tin wash-bowl, a towel, 
a soap-dish, a salt-cellar, a wooden- 
spoon and a tin plate. He never has a 
knife or fork, as he has nothing to eat 
requiring the use of these implements. 


Ue must get up at six o'clock, and 


his breakfast is brought to him at half- 
past seven. He eats every meal In his 
cell. In the flrst stage of his imprison- 
ment he has only bread and water for 
breakfast, and for dinner a pint and a 
half of "stirabout," a jrruel-like mix- 
ture of oatmeal and Indian meal. In 
the fourth and best stage of his impris- 
onment he has a pint of porridge with 
his bread for breakfast, and a bettor 
dinner, but even the fourth-atage bill 
of fare is never changed throughout 
the year. There are no holiday din- 
ners nor an extra dish on Sundays, as 
in some of our American prisons. 


Not all the prisons have workshops 


attached to them, and where there is 
no workshop a man who has a labor 
sentence must go on a treadmill for 
two hours and a half in the morning 
and for two hours and three-quarters 
in the afternoon.

•consists of from eight thousand to ten 
thousand revolutions. In other prisons 
the prisoners are set to pumping water. 
Aa this serves some purpose, it is not 
*o depressing as the crank movement. 
The entire sy-tem of discipline in En- 
glish prisons is military in its rigidity, 
and it is never relaxed. 


There are no •"demonstrationn" of 


discontent, of delight or of contempt 
on the part of the prisoners. Pande- 
monium is never reproduced, as tt is In 
prisons in some of the states. The 
hooting and whistling, the yelling and 
"cat-calling" in which American prison- 
er* sometimes indulge are never even 
remotely imitated in an English prison. 
The English convict is not by nature 
more respeo£ftti or orderly than the 
American convict, tent he knows that 
disobedience 
wfll 
be 
immediately 


punished; he knows that the statutes 
of parliament have framed the condi- 
tions under which be is to serve out his 
(sentence, and that the power and the 
system o$ the prison are such that he 
must obey th^TolcR or suffer the conce- 
quwiee.

From this city he went to Cette, France, 
•where he spent the last year working 
ac a baker.

It is learned that his real surname is

hieroaimo. He is 19 years of age. He 
was known to the police of Cette as a 
militant anarchist While in Cette he 
earned thirty francs a month besides 
his board and lodging. He was sober 
and industrious, taciturn in his manner. 
He was a great reader, and outspoken 
only when anarchistic theories were 
discussed.

WHO ARE ANARCHISTS 


And the Penalty Prescribed for Crimes 


Committed by Them. 


WASHISOTOH, June 26.—One result of 


the assassination of President Carnot 
was the introduced yesterday by Mr. 
W. A Stone, of Pennsylvania, of a bill 
defining the term "anarchist," and 
providing penalties for crimes at- 
tempted by anarchists. The bill pro- 
vides that any person or persons ap- 
pointed, designated or employed by 
any society or organization exist- 
ing 
in this country or any for- 


eign country which provide* in writ- 
ing or by verbal agreement, under- 
standing or countenance, for the tak- 
ing of human life unlawfully, or for 
the unlawful destruction of % building 
or buildings or other property, where 
the loss of human life is the proba- 
ble result of the destruction of prop- 
erty, shall be deemed an anarch- 
ist. 
Any person or persons being 


an anarchist, or anarchists, as de- 
fined by the first section of this act, 
who shall attempt the life of any per- 
son holding office, elective or appoint- 
ive, or employed under the constitu- 
tion of the United States, or who shall 
attempt the destruction of any build- 
ing or buildings or other property 
where the loss of life of any United 
States officials or employes will be the 
probable result of 
much destruc- 


tion of 
buildings or other 
prop- 


erty, shall, upon trial and conviction, 
of such offense in any circuit or dis- 
trict court of the United States of the 
district where such offense was at- 
tempted, be sentenced to death by 
hanging, which sentence shall be exe- 
cuted by the marshal of the district in 
accordance with the sentence of the 
Judge of the court where the case was 
tried.

mination to protect our national credit 
at all hazards and keep the quality of 
our money equal with the best, so far 
a* the limits of executive power per- 
mit. 


"Of course croaking and the spread 


of disquieting tales is calculated to In- 
jure the strongest financial conditions. 
I assume, however, that there Is too 
much patriotism among our people and 
too much familiarity With our re- 
sources arid capabilities to permit our 
reserved force and financial vigor to be 
discredited. 


"When the last government bonds 


were issued to replenish our stock of 
gold it was nearly as low as now, 
while outside of our gold we had as 
available money to pay the ordinary 
expenses of government only about 
$16,000,000. We have now, besides our 
gold and in money applicable to gov- 
ernment expenses, more than $58,- 
000,000. 


"I understand that It is charged in 


certain quarters that the payment of 
matured obligations1*is postponed to 
the amount of 950,000,000 or J75,000,000. 
This U not true. We are paying as we 
go in the usual way.
